all other fees and charges of every description' 
and for every purpose, they are to he placed on 
the fooling of tho most fiivorcd nations, with 
whom there are not s))ecitie treaties on the sub¬ 
ject ntrw in force esiublishiiig a complete reci¬ 
procity 

Tho third article abolishes discriminating 
duties on importations, and stipulates that no 
greater charge of any kind whatsoever shall be 
levied on merchandise, Stc. imjKirletl in vessels 
of ono* country than on tho Baino articles iin- 
jiorled in vessels of the other. By the next 
article it is explained that these stipulations in 
botlj cases, apply as well to arrivals in cither 
country, from ports foreign to boili, o'! lo direct 
voyages. 

The same reciprocal stipulations for nlmlish- 
ing diseriininaliiig duties are, by the tilMi arti¬ 
cle, extended to exports fromboili countries. 

The sixth and seventh articles pruvido that 
no higher duties shall bo paid on importations 
or exportations of the produce or inanufaclurcs 
of either country to or from the other, than aro 
paid on like articles from or lo any other fur- 
oign country. Nunc of these aiipnlatiotis re¬ 
late to coastwise navigation: that is expressly 
excepted and reserved lo both iiuttuns. 

By the eighth and ninth articles the liberty 
is re.scrvcd to each coiiiiiry lo appoint consuls, 
vice consuls agents,kc. with theprivilcgcsofllie 
same officers of the most favored nations,—they 
being lisble,if engaged in commerce, to the laws 
and usages established for native moichaiils 
They may act, Iimi, without tho interl'eretico of 
llie local aiiihorilics, except when the public 


peace is endangered, or assisUance is required 
to carry their decisions into cfl'ect. Tho par- 


lies to ’conlrovDr.sic 3 before them arc nol tliero 
by rrs'.rained in their judicial icmedies at 
home, for act-sdoiie under this aulliority. Con 
sills, &.C. may require the aid of tho local au 
tlioriiirs for the arrest,'Stc. of deserters. Do 
mand in such caso must be accompanied by 
written evidence of the claim upon the desert¬ 
er, and the exhibition of proper official docu- 
iiients. Deserters may be placed by tho con.sul.s, 
&.C. in the public prisons, at tlic cost of ibose 
claiming h :m, until delivered to tiicclaimanl, 
or sent home by aiiullier vessel. Four innntla 
without being sent home, is the limitation of 
ibis confinenieiit, after which the pri.sonrr, uii- 
le.8s dcUiined for crimes, shall bu uiicoiidiliuital 
ly discharged, and not subject lo arrest again 
for the same cause. 

Tlio loiiili article grants to alien rc.sidciits in 
both countries tho right of disposing of personal 
estate by will—tbeir alien ropreseMiutives to 
inbcriland lake po-sscssion personally nt by de¬ 
puty, without any other chargc.s, duiies or ol; 
striiclioiis than are iiiipiwed im native lieirs;— 
the same laws of intestacy and adininistralioii
